Mahan pointed out that the terrible victories
of Napoléon on the Continent were nullitied
and made futile by British econtrol of the
sen.  He showed that the same held trie in
the Civil War., Before he died he snw what
he thought was the beginning of the end for
Germuny, because Germany had lost the use
of the sca.

The first nnval progriam of Ger-
many was framed In 1808, The Kiel Canal
wnas opened two years later, and up to this
time a water-power was intended. But in
1001, when France was yielding to the same
bellef in the submarine, the Kaiser defied
Britain with these words: *“Our future is on
the water, The more the Germong go upon
the water the better It will be for us™ In
July of that year the Boglish newspapers told
England that France had the most powerful
navy In the world, because of her submarines,
“Where |s Britain's naval supremacy now?”
was o frequent question,

Germany hns not yet been accused of helng
blind. When Winston Churchill proposed a
ratio of 18 Britlsh battleships to 10 German,
Admirinl von Tirpilz was reported us agrec-
ing. Why shouldn't he agree, since, elght
months before Germany hod pusssd a bill for
a fleet of 20 Zoeppeling capable of remoeining
in Night for 98 hours 6t a stréeteh? That was
in 12, Forward from thut time German
defense centred on the two arms by which
the Kailser and his councils expected to break
Englond’'s sen power. It is amusing, in the
light of events, to note how CGerminy bafTled
the world., While France announced thiat she
would have 76 sulimarines ready at the end

herself with the modest word that she wns
bullding “scveral each year" to add to the 20
she had. As for aecrial fleets, these were
hardly mentioned,

From the moment when Orville and Wilhur
Wright made their suctessiul experiments at
Kitty Hawk, from the time whon submarines
hecame perfected instruments of Jdestruction,
the war became an immedinte thing. It had
to be fought while Britaln ruled the waves,
and Germany could créeep unawnres heneath
them or swoop Inaccessibly above ships and
battlements. Whether Cermany wanted to
do these things or was compelled to do them,
whether she or any other country is the
Yapuressor,” are geparate questions, The cer-
tain thing Iy thar the historian of the future
will not neglect the Inventlons of men in
selecting the fnctors which made for the

Became a National Figure Through
Mastery of Details—Started
Out From the Famous Lit-
tle Red Schoolhouse

T ISN'T anly the Progldent who Is nble to

change hls mind. Phllozophers, from timeo
Immemorial, have set the seal of approval, ns
it 18 enlled, an the act or process of changing
one’s mind; but not all of us are philosophers.
